Britain Gets Chance To Bid 
U.S. Holding Up 
On Arms Buying 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It ap­ 
pears the United States has 
stopped short of any ironclad 
agreement to buy an additional 
$100 million in arms and equip­ 
ment from Britain. 
What this country did was 
give the British a chance to bid 
for more orders—in competition 
with U.S. firms seeking the 
business. 
This became evident in the 
wake of a Defense Department 
announcement Monday that it 
had agreed to add $100 million 
to “tile target” of $725 million 
in purchases from British manu­ 
facturers. 
Asked what kinds of equip­ 
ment the British are likely to 
sell to the United States, and 
whether there is a prospect for 
big new arms contracts for Brit­ 
ish (inns, tile Pentagon replied: 
“While there is no guarantee 
that the British will obtain the 
orders, they will be able to bid 
competitively on such items as 
ships, 
electronic 
equipment, 
ammunition, 
communications 
equipment, aircraft, aircraft en­ 
gines, tires, etc.” 
The opportunity to bid com­ 
petitively can be something less 
than a blessing, as shown by a 
recent case involving proposed 


conduction of Line U.S. Navy 
minesweepers. 
The British defense ministry 
registered tile third lowest of 
four bids submitted. 
When the Navy opened the 
bids, the British bid of $55 mil­ 
lion for the whole package was 
found to be more than $5 million 
higher than offers made by two 
American shipbuilders. 
The contract for the mine­ 
sweepers has not yet been 
awarded. Whether or not Brit­ 
ain will be selected to build the 
vessels, even though it did not 
submit the low bid, remains an 
open question. 
The U.S. agreement tentative­ 
ly earmarking $825 million in 
arms purchases from Britain is 
in the nature of an offset for 
$2 88 billion in U.S.-made arms, 
aircraft

ain. 
The U.S. increase of $100 mil­ 
lion, it was explained, was de­ 
signed to keep pac? proportion­ 
ately with a $375 million in­ 
crease in the British outlay.

My frimd Zimmerman is a wise man , an d 
whin he ipeaks I listen . The other d ay 
ZSmmoman said the Un ited States was ap­ 
proachin g the D^auUe problem from the 
wron g d irection . 
“What exactly d o y o u 
mean by that?” I asked 
him. 
“W e 11, every time De- 
Gaulle makes a statemen t 
or hold s a press con fer­ 
en ce, we immed iately re­ 
act in rage an d d isbelief.” 
“As well we might,” I 
Art BaehwaM 
“But this is exactly what De Gaulle wan ts 
cvoybod y to d o. He gets his kicks out (rf 
gettin g everybod y mad at him. The mad ­ 
d er ws get, the better he likes it. Don ’t 
you un d erstan d ? De Gaulle is d evotin g his 
last years to buggin g everyon e, an d the 
more we show how upset we are, the hap- 
.pier we make him.” 
“That I can beUeve,” I said . “But what is 
toe solution , Zimin erman ?” 
' “We must n ot show that De Gaulle is 
yrftin g un d er our skin . We must make be­ 
lieve that everythin g he ad vocates makes 
■fn tf an d is in our in terests as well as his.” 
¡“But how?” 


“LET US SUPPOSE at his press con fer­ 
en ce De Gaulle says that Quebec should 
be|fn e, an d n o lon ger a part of Can ad a. 
Tha Un ited States should immed iately an ­ 
n o # « that this is n ot on ly a brillian t id ea, 
hut our military future d epen d s on an auto- 
n otooi» Quebec. As soon as De Gaulle hears 
our reactkm he wUl d rop his Free Quebec 
an d an n oun ce that Quebec must 
n ti^ be separated f r o m the Can ad ian 
Fed eratton .” 
“I could see him d rin g it,” I said . 
Zin un Min an con tin ued . “Now let us take 
the Common Market problem. We kmw 
Da Gaulle is again st Great Britain becomin g 
a member because he thin ks we wan t the 
Britiah in . 


“The thin g we must d o is sen d word to 
De Gaulle, through 
a n eutral 
power, that 
the greatest fear of the Un ited States is thit 
Fran ce will permit the British to become 
part of the Eur<q>ean commun ity. We should 
urge De Gaulle at all « ats to use his good 
offices to keep out the Britito. We might 
even sen d over Vice Presid en t Hum|torey 
to plead with him 
to make it impossible 
for the British ever to join .” 
“When De Gaulle hears this he will im­ 
med iately make the British a partn er be­ 
hin d (Mir backs!” I said excited ly. 


“YOU CATCH ON f a s t , ” Zimmerman 
said . “At the m(» n en t, De Gaulle is makin g 
an attack on the d ollar, forcin g us to use up 
our gold r^ rve s. Suppose we passn l the 
w o r d to Swiss ban kers that the Un ited 
States is short of d ollars an d we’re pre­ 
ten d in g we have a gold shortage so Fran ce 
will sell us her d ollars.” 
“De Gaulle will be furious an d use his 
gold to start buyin g back American d ollars!” 
I cried . 
“Exactly. Now we come to NATO. At 
the secretary of d efen se’s n ext press con ­ 
feren ce, he should say that the Join t Chiefs 
of Staff have con clud ed thlit Fran ce has 
n o strategic value in the (tofen ae (rf Europe, 
an d it is to our ad van tage, militarily an d 
econ omically, that she n o lon ger bt part of 
NATO.” 
“I’d like to see De Gaulle’s face when 
he read s that.” 
“Our policy should be that n o matter what 
De Gaulle says, we must n ever tot on that 
we’ve lost our cool. We should in raise him 
as a s u p e r b statesman , a magn ificen t 
sold ier an d the greatest l e a d e r <rf our 
times.” 
“In other word s, kill him with kin d n ess,” 
I said . 
“Yes. I hon estly believe that If we kept 
up this approach for a year, De Gaulle 
would lose in terest in his role in the world , 
an d fad e away.” 
“It’s a cruel thin g we’re plottin g, Zim­ 
merman , but I thin k it’s worth a try.”

He atten d ed the party con gresses 
in Moscow to 1157,1958, an d 1881. He a ^m p a- 
Mad the late Glieorgiie Gheorghiu-Dej d urin g a 
lon g trip to the boviet Un ion to 1861. 
But aliice Ceausescu to(* over as party le ^ - 
er in March 1865, Roman ia in creasin gly has 
co mt id en tified as the maverick in the Soviet 
bloc. The atmosphere to Bucharest n ext year is 
Mkely to be just as chill as tt was to Moscow. 
lUxn an ia mard tle to the Afferen t d rum in 
part because it Is d oin g very wefi. With tts con ­ 
sid erable n atural Hrealth to oil an d agricluture 
Rcman ia has recor# d on e (rf the h i ^ s t pos5 
war growth rates to Europe.

The new economics reached the United States 
a the thinking of John Maynard Keynes when 
ie Roosevelt New Deal was still a novelty It 
is permeated the policy of the federal govern­ 


ment ever since, always against the implacable 
opposition of believers in the old economics. 
These believers cannot believe it is here to 
stay, despite the fact it has been here for the 
greater part of a generation and now is inextri­ 
cably integrated with national and international 
affairs. 
There is, in fact, no wider credibility gap 
anywhere than the one between the old and 
new schools of economics.

WASHINGTON 
My friend Zimmerman is a wise man, and 
when he speaks I listen. The other day 
Zimmerman said the United States was ap­ 
proaching the DeGaulle problem from the 
wrong direction. 
“What exactly do y o u 
mean by that?” I asked 
him. 
“W e 11, every time De- 
Gaulle makes a statement 
or holds a press confer­ 
ence, we immediately re­ 
act in rage and disbelief.” 
“As well we might,” I 
said. 
“But this is exactly what De Gaulle wants 
everybody to do. He gets his kicks out of 
getting everybody mad at him. The mad­ 
der we get, the better he likes it. Don’t 
you understand? De Gaulle is devoting his 
last years to bugging everyone, and the 
more we show how upset we are, the hap­ 
pier we make him.” 
“That I can believe.” I said. “But what is 
the solution, Zimmerman?” 
“We must not show that De Gaulle is 
getting under our skin. We must make be­ 
lieve that everything he advocates makes 
sense and is in our interests as well as his.” 
“But how?” 


“LET US SUPPOSE at his press confer­ 
ence De Gaulle says that Quebec should 
be free, and no longer a part of Canada. 
The United States should immediately an­ 
nounce that this is not only a brilliant idea, 
but our military future depends on an auto­ 
nomous Quebec. As soon as De Gaulle hears 
our reaction he will drop his Free Quebec 
campaign and announce that Quebec must 
never be separated f r o m the Canadian 
Federation.” 
“I could see him doing it.” I said. 
Zimmerman continued. “Now let us take 
the Common Market 
problem. We know 
De Gaulle is against Great Britain becoming 
a member because he thinks we want the 
British in. 


“The thing we must do is send word to 
De Gaulle, through a neutral power, that 
the greatest fear of the United States is that 
France will permit the British to become 
part of the European community. We should 
urge De Gaulle at all costs to use his good 
offices to keep out the British. We might 
even send over Vice President Humphrey 
to plead with him to make it impossible 
for the British ever to join.” 
“When De GauUe hears this he will im­ 
mediately make the British a partner be­ 
hind our backs!” I said excitedly. 


“YOU CATCH ON f a s t , ” Zimmerman 
said. “At the moment, De Gaulle is making 
an attack on the dollar, forcing us to use up 
our gold reserves. Suppose we passed the 
w o r d to Swiss bankers that the United 
States is short of dollars and we’re pre­ 
tending we have a gold shortage so France 
will sell us her dollars.” 
“ De Gaulle will be furious and use his 
gold to start buying back American dollars!” 
I cried. 
“Exactly. Now we come to NATO. At 
the secretary of defense’s next press con­ 
ference. he should say that the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have concluded that France has 
no strategic value in the defense of Europe, 
and it is to our advantage, militarily and 
economically, that she no longer be part of 
NATO.” 
“I d like to see De Gaulle’s face when 
he reads that ” 
“Our policy should be that no matter what 
De Gaulle says, we must never let on that 
we’ve lost our cool. We should praise him 
as a s u p e r b statesman, a magnificent 
soldier and the greatest l e a d e r of our 
times.” 
“In other words, kill him with kindness,” 
I said. 
“ Yes. I honestly believe that if we kept 
up this approach for a year. De Gaulle 
would lose interest in his role in the world, 
and fade away.” 
“It’s a cruel thing we’re plotting. Zim­ 
merman, but I think its worth a try.” 


Romania Relishes Freedom 


No Concessions Made To Moscow 


Nicolae Ceausescu. Romanian president and 
general secretary of the Communist party, is 
apparently making no concessions to the Soviet 
Union. 
Two days of intensive talks in Moscow be­ 
tween Ceausescu and Soviet leaders produced a 
communique on Dec. 15 that was a vague, chilly 


dud. 
If the friendship treaty between the two coun­ 
tries is to be renewed, details will probably go 
over to talks in Bucharest next year. 
For Ceausescu. familiarity does not necessar­ 
ily translate as friendship He is no stranger to 
the Russians. He attended the party congresses 
in Moscow in 1157, 1959, and 1961 He accompa­ 
nied the late Gheorghe Gheorghiu-Dej during a 
long trip to the Soviet Union in 1961. 
But since Ceausescu took over as party lead­ 
er in March 1965 Romania increasingly has be­ 
come identified as the maverick in the Soviet 
bloc. The atmosphere in Bucharest next year is 
likely to be just as chill as it was in Moscow 
Romania marches to the different drum in 
part because it is doing very well With its con­ 
siderable natural wealth in oil and agricluture. 
Romania has recorded one of the highest post­ 
war growth rates in Europe. 
It has switched gradually from 
a basically 
agrarian to an industrial economy. 
However, about 118 million of Romania’s 19 I 
million population still live in rural areas. 
Romania is the latest of the Soviet satellites 
to join the march toward economic reform. 
Basically the movement is in the direction of a 
market-tvne economy. Key reforms were adopt­ 
ed at a plenum of the Central Committee. Oct. 
5 
The directives were camouflaged 
Scinteia 
iSpark) reported: “The party’s leading role 
in 
economic activity, in social life 
as a whole, is 
increasing even more in the present state of the 
process of completing Socialist construction.” 


Romania declined to attend a session in War­ 
saw last February planning a European Com­ 
munist party unity meeting Its representatives 
also boycotted the main event in Karlov Vary, 
Czechoslovakia, in April. 
Ceausescu has been bitter about a slow-down 
in trade relations between Romania and the So­ 
viet Union Russia is said to be throttling iron 
ore deliveries to the Romanian steel plant at 
Ga'ati in an effort to bring its unruly Stateline 
to heel. 


Ceausescu on Dec 6 said that “differences of 
opinion” over international and party affairs 
should not be an excuse for “influencing eco­ 
nomic relations “The party leader said Roma­ 
nia “will not tolerate such violations.” Romania 
recently displeased the Russians by establishing 
relations with West Germany. It is reported 
turning to Western Europe and Japan for raw 
materials. 
Ceausescu also has maintained neutrality in 
the Soviet Union’s dispute with Communist Chi­ 
na 
And Romania maintains trade relations 
with Israel, with which Russia and its allies 
broke in June. 
East Europe comments: “Romania’s current 
refusal to follow the Soviet line. . .in such mat­ 
ters as the Arab-Israeli war or recognition of 
West Germany has probably bolstered (Ceau- 
sescu’s) image and won the party some support 
among the people.”

China Vs. China? 


A new crisis is shaping up in Southeast Asia. 
The North Vietnamese are building up their 
strength for a major offensive in the latter part 
of January in connection with the projected 
truce for the Lunar New Year holidays. 
Coincidentally, there is an apparent increase 
in the intensive operations of North Vietnamese 
forces in Laos. Likewise. Cambodia is appre­ 
hensive that South Vietnamese and American 
forces will engage In “hot pursuit” of Commu­ 
nists across its borders and fighting will spread 
to Cambodian territory. 
Behind all this are the Soviet Union and Red 
China. Though their methods are different, 
their objectives are the same. 
Red China is doing its upmost to bring about 
a North Vietnamese victory, lf war operations 
in Laos and Cambodia are made a part of the 
big offensive against South Vietnam, the United 
States will be confronted with a decision of ma­ 
jor importance — whether to add to its allies In 
Vietnam perhaps 500.000 Nationalist Chinese. 


THE U. S. DEPARTMENT of State has made 
no mention of this possibility. It has said, how­ 
ever, that it is d e e p l y concerned with the 
“sanctuaries” in Cambodia and Laos being 
used by the Communists in stepped-up opera­ 
tions. 


No impending action has been revealed, but it 
is logical to consider the use of the Nationalist 
Chinese. 
This would open up inside China some signifi­ 
cant developments. 


The Red Chinese are having plenty of internal 
trouble, and they would not be happy to see a 
substantial army of Nationalist Chinese moving 
into Southeast Asia. 
But with Red China encouraging surprise 
raids in Southern Laos and with Cambodia wor­ 
ried about becoming engulfed in the conflict 
and growing more friendly toward the United 
States, serious thought will have to be given by 
Peking to the choice between involvement in a 
major war and helping to bring about some 
kind of peace settlement in Vietnam. 
Already, North Viet Nam bas joined with Red 
China to promise “firm support” for Cambodia, 
and there have been hints that Communist 
Chinese troops might go into that country if 
Americans crossed the border. Peking is claim­ 
ing that Communist insurgents inside Laas are 
gaining ground. 
Both Laos and Cambodia are under the pro­ 
tection of the Southeast Asia Treaty, which the 
United States signed during the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. 
If Communist military activities are to ex­ 
pand now in Laos and Cambodia, it is natural 
for the United States to seek allies to help repel 
such aggression. 
Administration sources are saying the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff have not recommended a widen­ 
ing of the war to Cambodia, but there has been 
a lot of talk about “hot pursuit” of Communist 
forces attacking across Its borders, and the im 
portance of bombing supply lines which lead 
into South Vietnam through Laos and Cambo­ 
dia. 
Efforts are being made at this time through 
the channels of diplomacy to bring about some 
kind of understanding that will keep the Viet­ 
nam War from being enlarged. 
But 
success depends upon what potential 
forces the United States bas available to dis­ 
courage a military offensive by the Commu­ 
nists. The trump card would seem to be the use 
of the Nationalist Chinese. 
The mere presence of such forces on the Asia 
mainland would cause deco concern to the Pe­ 
king regime, already faced with serious dissen­ 
sion. 
There is a feeling here at home that some im­ 
portant developments are in the offing, but it is 
impossible to predict to what extent they will 
enlarge or shorten the Vietnam war. 
It might be decisive if the United S'a tea 
made clear that it is prepared to use the Na­ 
tionalist Chinese unless the new Communist ac­ 
tivity in Cambodia and Laos is terminated and 
something concrete is done to bring the Viet­ 
nam issue to the conference table.

S. Neely Jr., former H i n t o n 
bank executive, filed a $100 mil­ 
lion damage suit against th e 
U.S. 
government Wednesday, 
charging that he was unlawfully 
prosecuted by the Justice De­ 
partment. 
The one-time chief executive 
officer for the First National 
Bank of Hinton filed the civil 
action in the U.S. District Court 
at Charleston. 
He maintained in his bill of 
complaint that federal authori­ 


ties used “false and fictitious 
evidence” in obtaining his Nov. 
9, 1965 conviction on a charge 
of misapplication of $5,000 in 
bank funds. 
In addition, he claimed his 
constitutional rights were violat­ 
ed when he was not allowed to 
withdraw his guilty plea to the 
embezzlement charge. N e e l y 
was sentenced to three years 
probation on Jan. 3, 1966 by 
Federal Judge John A. Field Jr. 
Acting as his own counsel, | 
Neely contended he was wrong- j 
fully prosecuted by the Justice 
Department because the $5,000 
in question was a loan made 
“with the full knowledge and! 
consent of the bank’s board of 
directors. 
He also stated that the U.S. 


Supreme Court had upheld a de­ 
cision involving a similar case 
on appeal from a Massachusetts 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Neely said the case he refer-1 
red to indicated “ there can be 
no intent to defraud if a bank’s 
board of directors has know­ 
ledge of such loans.” 
Neely said he currently is un­ 
employed and he had spent the 
months since his conviction pre­ 
paring the legal framework for 
his suit.

began repeated attacks against 
this field position of the U.S. 
25th Infantry Division’s 3rd Bri­ 
gade some 60 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
The first charge came two 
hours before the Viet Cong's 
truce ended at I a rn. Tuesday, 
find the enemy assaults contin­ 
ued until after dawn. 
The US. commanders said 
374 of the enemy were killed 


and five captured, while Ameri­ 
can casualties were 23 killed 
and 153 wounded. 
“We got set up in our ambush 
position about 450 meters east of 
the perimeter and then I heard 
their rounds hitting the bri­ 
gade,” Ridey said. 
The enemy followed the mor­ 
tar barrage with a jrr.rtd at­ 
tack, right past Ridey.
